No one in this world can deny that small boys have a definite charm about them that attracts people 
of all ages. This charm cannot really be defined since it is made up of multiple aspects. The nature of 
small boys is both simple and complex, peaceful and quarrelsome, execrable and lovable. 

At a first superficial view, small boys are simple creatures who stand between the infant's state and 
the teenager's. Eating, sleeping, playing, and going to school are their main occupations. Their hair 
they never comb; their hands and face they never wash. Suits, ties, dress-shirts and polished shoes rank 
among their abhorences. To their eyes, girls are the most useless creatures, their sole care being washing, 
pampering themselves, and trying to look beautiful. Teachers are pests because they enjoy assigning 
homework; big sisters are monsters because they continuously order them to wash and behave normally;

On the other hand, psychologists take a deeper view of these young lads for they are growing men. 

If one can see the man of forty in the child of seven, it means that small boys are more than only fun¬ 
seeking beings. Still in their childhood innocence, they carry a highly idealistic view of justice and 
friendship. They are usually loyal to their gangs and pitilessly reject any member who refuses to submit 
to their standards. Boyhood is the perfect time for educators to shape minds and souls. Unless strongly 
affected by opposing influences later on, a boy still somewhat remains the same as he was in his early 
years. This idea is put forth in a Biblical proverb, "Train up a child in the way he should go and when 
he is old, he will not depart from it."

For hours, they’ll lie down, nose 
in the fresh grass, looking at a grasshopper, or face up under the burning sun, smelling summer-fragranced 
air and watching imaginary dragons in fluffy clouds. Normally, they love animals, attach themselves 
to a pet and take good care of it. They feel close to the surrounding nature and respect it. Vandalism 
and destruction is rarely found in young boys; it comes later in adolescent years if proper education, 
authority and supervision are lacking. If alone by themselves to play, little noise do they make; their 
hands and mind kept busy, they will remain in a relatively quiet mood.

What Is Poetry 


Listen now and follow directions carefully! Walk over to the person nearest you at the moment, be 
it your little sister reading her book of nursery rhymes or a passing "Northern" student with sexy green 
eyes and a fabulous build. On gaining your chosen one's attention, ask him or her, "What is poetry?" 

I am willing to wager that person to whom your question was directed did one of two things. He 
either "hummed” and "hawed” for a few seconds before telling you to forget it, or gave you a vicious 
glance and hurriedly walked away. By the way, girls, if it was the sweet "Northern" fellow whom you 
confronted, you might as well forget about him. You just don’t go up to a stranger to demand a definition 
of poetry! 

Nonetheless, the fact remains that the majority of people have no brief, precise answer to the 
question on the tips of thier tongues. Poetry is a complex and varied art, not easily defined at a moment’s 
notice. 

Yet, let us look now into some of the characteristics which make it possible to shelve the contrasting 
works of poets such as Shakespeare, Frost and Cummings in the same library section. 

All poems, through limits the poet imposes upon himself, have some kind of form. This restraint 
may come in the use of measured lines or stanzas, a specific rhythm or rhyming scheme or balanced 
structure, 

Archibald Lampman, for instance, in writing "THE RAILWAY STATION" followed the standard 
pattern of the Petrachan Sonnet. His poem consists of fourteen lines, the first eight being the octave and 
the remainder, the sestet. In the octave, with its rhyming scheme "a b b a", "a b b a", the poet des¬ 
cribes his surroundings, while in the sestet, which follows a "c d e", "c d e" pattern, Lampman 
gives his personal views. 

A ballad, on the other hand, tells a story with speed and vigour, stressing bare facts and leaving 
much to the reader's imagination. Consider "THE RIME OF THE ANCIENT MARINER". Although 
Coleridge uses an "a b c b” scheme rather than the more common "a b a b" pattern and his stanzas 
sometimes exceed four lines, he generally follows the ballad form. His work both begins and ends 
abruptly, moving quickly from incident to incident. The reader is fascinated by the supernatural elements 
of the tale and touched by the air of tragedy which so often hangs over the ballad. 

"THESE I HAVE LOVED" by Rupert Brooke expresses the man's personal thoughts and sentiments in 
a form that is easily sung and is therefore classed as a lyric. Pauline Johnson’s work "PILOT OF THE 
PLAINS" is a narrative, having the characteristics of a short story. 

But perhaps you are thinking, "What about these modern poems? What form have they?” Modern 
poets such as E. E. Cummings and Randall Jarrel may avoid all formal patterns in order to present a 
chaotic picture. The purpose of these poems being clear makes them understandable and acceptable. 

Every good poet, through the use of words, arouses the reader's emotions or his imagination. By 
clever use of diction, imagery and devices the poet touches the reader’s senses. 

Diction, or the author’s choice of words, often provides the reader with a clearer picture and adds 
to the musical element of the poem. In Pratt’s "THE DYING EAGLE", his well-chosen words such as 
"vanquished eyes" and "supercilious bird" succeed in imprinting a clear image in the mind’s eye. 

Imagery, or figures of speech, are used in order to make a work more vivid and to affect one or 
more of the reader’s senses. Alliteration, the repetition of the same initial sound in consecutive works, 
appeals to the reader’s sense of hearing. One of the numerous examples is found in Lampman’s poem, 
"THE RAILWAY STATION" -- "Ever on my blinder brain 

The flare of lights-" 

Also affecting the auditory nerve is imitative harmony, words which sound like the noise they re¬ 
present. From Leigh Hunt's poem, "THE GLOVE AND THE LION", the line "Ramped and roared the 
lions" is very effective in presenting the scene. 

Comparisons always help to outline a hazy picture, be they in the form of metaphors or similes. 
Description such as "The moon was a ghostly galleon" and "his hair like mouldy hay" is one of the 
great merits of "THE HIGHWAYMAN" by Alfred Noyes.
